TELEPHONE NUMBER 


When Your Party Does Not Answer 

You Can Leave a Call For Him 

OAKLAND, Cal.—A device where- 
by the telephone user may leave his 
number for the party called is the 
invention of Arthur Engelberg, 81, a 
bookkeeper of this city, and promises 
solution of a trying problem. 

The device, a tape recording 
machine, is attached to an ordinary 
telephone and, utilizing the wires and 
electric current of the telephone lines, 
the caller, by means of a key, can 
perforate his number on a reel of 
tape at the other end. A miniature 
lamp on the key stand tells when the 
device is operating. 

The inventor declares that the 
mechanism, which is operated by a 
set of clock gears at the receiving 
end, could be used by the subscriber, 
or the telephone operator at the sub- 
scriber’s request. He believes that it 
would save a great deal of time in 
business, assist the telephone com- 


pany by obviating repeated calls, and 
in addition provide a welcome aid to 
the householder or shop owner who 
is forced to be absent at frequent 
intervals,

the inter-league games of modern 
baseball. 

Inaugurated in 19038 between the 
Pittsburgh club of the National 


League and the Boston Red Sox, the 
championship teams of the two maj- 
or leagues since then have met an- 
nually with the exception of 1904, 

In that year the respective pennant 
winners were the New York Giants in 
the National League and the Boston 
Red Sox repeating in the American 
league, The late John T, Brush, then 
owner of the Giants, is said Yo have 
disapproved a meeting between the 
two league champions, but with other 
baseball officials agreed that an an- 
nual serious uftier joint league juris 
diction would help baseball. 

The old national commission, which 
grew out of the war waged by the 
American league for recognition as a 
major circuit, then passed the neces- 
sary legislation to make the world’s 
series an annual event and adopted 
rules to govern the games and provide 
for the distribution of the proceeds. 
This plan was suggested by Mr, Brush. 

When the Pirates and Red Sox met 
in 1903, the games were played under 
arrangements made solely by the com. 
peting clubs, The opposing managers 
were Fred Clarke, Pittsburgh, and Ji. 
my Collins, Boston, The former an 
outfielder and the latter a third base 
man, ranked among the best players 
of their time and were among the 
leading hitters, 

The Pirates captured three of the 
first four games. The champions of 
the new league turned about in the 
fifth games, however, defeated the 
Pirates by 11 to 2, the most decisive 
margin of the series, and then won the 
remaining three games, and the first 
world’s championship, five games to 
three, 

In the lineups of those two teams 
were outstanding stars of all time. 
The Pirates had at shortstop Hans 
Wagner who, during his long career 
gained recognition as one of the great. 
est players in history by his brilliant 
fielding, batting and baserunning, He 
held the National league batting 
championship eight years and was the 
leading base stealer several seasons, 

Around the diamond on the inner 
defence with Wagner were Kitty 
Bransfield at first base; Claude 
Ritchey at second and Tommy Leach 
at third,

ers included Charles (Deacon) Phil

His work 
is of far greater moment than that of 
men-of-war, Battleships ever form a 
suggestion for their use, and as long 
as we have armies, men, will kill, fight 
and destroy, Soldiers who do not 
want to fight are not of this earth. 
Prepare for war and war will come. 
When government gives to the arts of 
peace the same thought and attention 
that it gives to the arts of war, we 


will have peace on earth and good will 
‘among men, But so long as the sol 
dier takes precedence of the business 
man in the political courts of the 
world, famine, death, disease and want 
will crouch at our doors, Commerce 
is production, war is destruction, The 
laws of production and distribution 
must and will be made a science; and 
then and not until then will happiness 
come to mankind and this earth serve 
as a pattern for the paradise of anoth. 
er life, instead of being a pandemon- 
jum. 

How subsequent years have abund- 
antly proved the wisdom of these 
words. Strange indeed is the fact that 
several decades! have passed since 
they were first utterd, yet only in re- 
cent times has the man of affairs 
whose life is devoted to commerce 
and labor begun to take precedence 
over military men.—Christian Science

A SCOURGE OF CHILDREN 
—om 

During the months from May to 
November there is a “Terror that 
walks by night”, a whisper of whose 
presenee makes parents tremble, This 
dreaded thing is Acute Poliomyletis— 
Infantile Paralysis. 

Infantile Paraysis is a germ disease. 
It occurs mest often in the months 
May to November, and most often 
among children, though adults are not 
by any means immune, The disease 
| affects all races, all classes, and all 
| parts of the world, but js more preva- 
| lent in colder cimates, ‘The robust 
| child falls a victim as readily as the 
delicate child, 

During an epidemic, rural commun- 
ities suffer more than cities. 

Infantile Paralysis in its beginning 
resembles may other contagious dis 
eases, A child that has been perfect 
ly well will become rest¥ss and 
drowsy. He is jrritable, and does not 
want to be moved. There may be 
vomiting or diarrhoea, but constipa 
tion is the rule, There may be head 
ache, pains in the muscles, or a con 
vulsion, The child is feverjsh. That 
May be all that appears, and yet with 
in one or two days, the child may be 
unable to move arms or legs. 

If a child appears to have a fever 
vomiting and marked restlessness, put 
him to bed, and call a doctor prompt: 
ly, No matter how mild the sickness 
may seem, get a doctor. While wait- 
ing, give a dose of Castor Oil. Keep 
all other children away, 

If there is an epidemic, keep your 
children away from crowds, from mov. 
ies, theatres, dances, etc, Keep them 
from homes where there is sickness. 
Keep the house clean, using plenty 6T 
soap and water, Burn rubbish, Gar- 
bage buckets should be tightly cov- 
ered, and cleaned daily. Keep out 
flies and other insects. Let in fresh 
air and sunlight—they are Nature's 
killer of germs,

have nothing to do with the migration 
of birds in the winter and summer 
time Dr, Rowan will release 100 
banded crows next winter when the 
thermometer is a good deal below the 
normal temperature and he believes 
these birds will fly north instead of 
south, it being his theory that it is 
the amount of sunlight which governs 
their migrations, The crows will re- 
ceive treatment by the department of 
zoology, consisting of applications of 
artificial sunlight, which keeps the 
birds active for long hours. 

Publicity by radio and press will 
be given the experiment when the 
crows are released, In the experiments 
of Dr, Rowan with artificial sunlight 
applications to the birds, he finds that 
birds which otherwise would perish 
in the extreme cold of winter, under 
this treatment’ stay alive in special 
outdoor cages. 

Canaries have weathered the Al- 
berta winter in outdoor cages with 
the thermometer ranging around 30 
below zero, and with liberal applica- 
tions of artificial sunlight these birds 
have been more active and have thrtv. 
ed in the experiment,

RUSSIANS TO 
STUDY CANADIAN 


WHEAT PRODUCTION 


The Soviet Government is sending a 
group of thirty men to Canada io 
study the methods of Canadian farm- 
ers in growing wheat, according to a 
despatch from Riga to London Times, 
They will spend six months in Canada 
and the United States and the infor- 
mation which they gain is to be af 
plied to the increasing of wheat pro- 
duction in, Russia. It is estimated that 
the present production is nearly equa! 
to that before the war, but the peas 
ants are very reluctant to market 
their grain, because of the feeling that 
the government is not giving them a 
fafr price, They consume a great deal 
more than formerly themselves, and 
they also use it for feeding their stock 
and for the making of vodka. The 
result is that the domestic market in 
Russia receives only about half as 


ee 


centage of non-bacon hogs produced 
that they very nearly pulled al! prices 
down to the American level. 

It wag with this background of ex- 
perience that the bacon hog policy 
was adopted for all Canada in 1921. 
An arbitrary price differential was 
agreed upon At the special request 
of producers this differential was cali- 
ed a premium of 10% for the select 
bacon hog, But from the first the 
premium did not mean just the same 
thing in all parts of Canada. For in- 
stance, in the bacon hog districts of 
Ontario it meant the differential as 
between the best bacon hogs and fair 
bacon hogs, In the West, and parts 
of Ontario it meant the differential 
between entirely different types of 
hogs. As improvement work pro- 
ceeded and the fat hog types began 
to change to hogs showing more or 
less of bacon character the price dif 
ferential in all parts began to mean 
more and more the difference between 
different qualities of bacon hogs. 

The general improvement in breed 
ing and feeding methods brought about 
a@ great improvement in the quality 
of the bulk of hogs, This necessarily 
brought nearer together the values of 
the thick smeoth and the select bacon 
grades The temporary break-down of 
the British market and the sporadic 
entry of United States buyers made 
the arbitrary differential of 10 per 
cent, almost impossible to maintain 
when the improvement in the quality 
of thick smooths was take into con- 
sideration. 80, loth though everyone 
was to do so, some changes had to be 
made, .
